PROGRAM REVIEW On October 13th, the membership had the rare opportunity 
tbo hear one of our old timers, Winn Clark, W9JIY, discuss recent trends 
in UHF and VHF antennas and propagation. He demonstrated the Quagi ant,a 
beam antenna driven by a quad loop and reflector with Yagi type directors. 
This beam is an excellent performer, having high realized gain and exceli-~ 
ent frontal lobe and front to back ratio. Winn demonstrated an anomaly in 
2 meter and higher transmission, the standing wave effect of a radio wave 
in space. The antenna could be moved forward and reverse by a half wave- 
length as the signal went thru a series of maxima and minima, much like 
thatoccuring in a pair of Lecher Wires, which Bill Lueth, W9AI demonstrated 
with his system. Winn supplied several equations for determining the corm- 
ect element length, spacing and phasing for maximum antenna gain and dir- 
ectivity. 220Mhz antennas were also included in the talk with a quarter 
wave vertical ant. for mobile use demonstrated, a cute little job which 
attaches anywhere to a metal surface on the car by a strong ase magnet.

ZOrse a Ss always provided the IRC with many excellent programs 
and this one was no exception. Paul started basics with handouts for all 
atéending. Binary coded decimal is used in synthesized rigs. This counter 
counts up the synthesizer till a sigrmal breaks through the squelch, this 
will stop the counter and with the discriminator stop it right on the cen=- 
ter of the signal. other conveniences such as a delay timer determines how 
long the scanner will stop on channel.When using a transceiver that is sy- 
nthesized and has acanning. Upon transmit, the transmit circuit outputs 
a high into the 600 kc. ofset logic. This circuit juggles the binary ine 
put data to the transceiver control switching, this will enable you to 
work through repeaters by transmitting on one freq and receiving on anothesr 
All in all is was a super interesting program with good demonstrations 
with Paul's synthesized equipment. THANKS PAUL.
